everal men clad 

maroon dazzling kelly 
green tread softly the beige 
industrial carpeting, the kind 
made bear the weight heavy 
tires. Their shoes shine polish 
and their aftershave strong. 
They wear wild ties and wide 
smiles.

potential customer has, last, 
crossed over the welcome mat.

Today, looking back his 
early commercials, still-athletic- 
and-eager Ernie leans forward 
his chair Boch Oldsmobile, 
situated Route Norwood, 
and smiles. 
the most sophisticated 
distinctive voice. “But they did 
the job they were intended do. 
Anytime 
people are bound 
interested.” Impeccably dressed 
suit that has his initials em- 
broidered the left cuff, and 
sporting quarter-sized gold cuff- 
links trimmed with rubies and 
diamonds, Ernie dapper sight. 
Boch Oldsmobile, Boch 
Toyota, Boch Subaru, the 56- 
year-old dealer leading figure 
this suburban strip car

Gazing over well-read Wall 
Street Journal that lies atop the 
Ernie looks his visitor straight 
the eye and repeats her name ina 
friendly, personable way. 
proud his commercials, and 
yes, come think it, they have 
contributed greatly his success. 
Although Boch Motors now has 
its own advertising agency, Ernie 
still writes all the commercials 
himself. When first started, his 
goal was write commercial 
that would grab the viewers’ 
attention;. decided the best 
way this was personally, 
and with panache. “When you 
things personally, 
complish more,” explains. 
salesman has sell himself 
before people buy car. they 
like the salesman, why 
should they buy the car? They 
can buy the same car anywhere. 
They don’t have buy off 
him.” 

earned him the attention 
needed, stopped smashing 
and took sitting calmly his 
was the same de- 
termined, hard-hitting salesman, 
but had different message.

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VEGETABLE MATTERS 


The arrival new year always 
brings reflections, reviews, and 
roundups. It’s time race 
through the past year’s 
experience and speculate about 
come. why nota big- 
picture review the 1982 fresh- 
fruit-and-vegetable market and 
projections for 1983? Sure, why 
not? 

Last year was bountiful one 
across the country. There 
any major crop disasters that led 
shortages. What droughts, 
floods, freezes, volcanic erup- 
tions, and earthquakes there 
were mostly happened the 
right times and the right 
places, meaning they produced 
no.major disruptions our sup- 
plies fresh produce. Not that 
there some problems 
Texas pecans were off whop- 
ping percent because sum- 
mer drought and weevil infesta- 
tions; Golden Delicious apples 
developed russet discoloration 
and had shipped off the 


canneries; Florida grapefruit or- 


chards recovering from 
the freezes the previous two 
winters; and artichokes had 
mediocre season, especially com- 
pared with the previous year’s 
boom. But most items had near- 
record-breaking harvests. For 
customers, that meant ample 
supplies, relatively low prices, 
and, most cases, good produce. 
Farmers, though, have had 
pretty rough time it. Although 
the crops were terrific, the econ- 
omic climate was rotten. Many 
food items like grains, apples, 
and potatoes that moved 
great quantity into the warehouse 
did top items stored from 
the previous harvest. And there 
was rapid constriction the 
export market because the world 
economy has gone haywire. 
Together, all this spelled major 
backup supplies; the domestic 
market was overrun and prices 
dropped substantially. Many 
growers saw prices sink levels 
below production costs. 
Meanwhile, the farmers’ friendly 


bankers were clamoring for pay- 
ment the high-interest debt 
that shot the 1970s. Farmers 
felt the pincers 1982: 
estimated seven percent 
producers that’s 175,000 
growers, ranchers, and farmers 
either went out business (vol- 
untarily otherwise) started 
sliding into deep financial 
trouble. 

The immediate result for the 
wallow plenty (and quality) 
without having major bite 
taken out his paycheck.

Unfortunately, there’s another 
trend working against that one: 
the consolidation super- 
markets. During the past few 
years, thousands grocery 
stores have closed. Many 
of-the-way” and “dying” areas 
have lost all semblance food- 
store competition. the same 
time, the national chains are 
consolidating that is, they are 
moving out less profitable. 
areas (that’s not 
and packing into 
the major markets, where 
squeezing out the smaller stores 
and local chains. This trend 
fewer and fewer companies con- 
trolling more and more the 
distribution food means the 
consumer does not get the full 
benefits the oversupply food 
items (except, course, when 
there’s loss-leader come-on). 

for short-term trends, the 
winter deals are moving along 
well. The unseasonably warm 
weather Florida has pushed 
many that state’s harvests 
several weeks. Texas and Arizona 
are moving onto line; vegetable 
acreage Arizona since last 
year. The Mexico deal, which 
parallels the Florida one both 
type produce and timing, 
reported much stronger 
than last year’s because 
adverse weather this fall harmed 
the tender crops and because the 
devaluation the peso has 


forced the Mexican farmer 
grow more just earn many 
dollars did last season. And 
California, spite rains and 
high winds, has started harvest 
from the southern regions the 
Imperial and Coachella Valleys. 


Fruit 

Some recent developments 
look good for the consumer. The 
West Coast Granny Smith apple 
orchards continue expand, 
making Grannys more common 
and less expensive. California 
growers are also leaping into 
production; this 
crop represents percent 
increase over last year’s, and 
growth expected continue 
for least another five six 
years. Since may take this long 
for supplies catch with 
demand, don’t look for 
prices any time the near future 

unseasonably warm De- 
cember Florida spurred the 
many citrus harvests into 
two four weeks ahead 
schedule. Although the heat 
brought many items like Dan- 
tangerines and Mineola 
tangelos onto line sooner than 
usual, also created few 
problems. Citrus needs cool 
weather firm the fruit. 
Zipper-skinned fruits 
tangerines and tangelos are 
particularly vulnerable warm 
temperatures. And none the 
citrus stores transports well 
heat. Fortunately, temperatures 
have returned seasonal levels, 
quality should improve. 

The total Florida and Texas 
grapefruit crop will bit 
from normal this year, prices 
will remain the high side. But 
the quality good, and January 
one the peak flavor months. 
Look for new kid the block: 
the Texas star ruby, sweet, 
deeper-red cousin the ruby 
red. 

The juice-orange orchards 
Texas and Florida are excellent 
condition and, barring January 
freeze, should provide with 


plenty juice for the winter 
season. The California navel or- 
ange has begun its long trek 
across the country and arriving 
good shape. 

The tangerine season has 
reached its peak, with the sweet 
Dancy and Honey tangerines 
moving well. The Florida 
tangelo supply has also peaked, 
and the better-tasting Mineolas 
tangelo has replaced the Orlan- 
do. Remember that citrus always 
tastes best toward the end its 
season. The lime supply, which 
was supposed have retired 
long ago, continues dribble in. 

Apple supplies continue solid, 
with good size, good quality, 
good prices. Grannys are still 
coming from the West Coast and 
France. Pears, however, are 
beginning wind down, and 
prices are beginning head up. 
Look for mere sprinkling 
Bosc and comice pears this 
month. (You have tried comice, 
you?) Even the staple 
decline. The short 
West Coast D’Anjou crop means 
that supplies are more likely 
end April than June, years 
past. 

Having seen how well New 
Zealand suppliers were doing 
with kiwi fruit, California 
growers stepped into the market 
couple years back. 
now the California deal, which 
will around until April. you 
see odd shape like that fan 
alarmed. Two pieces 
just grew together; the flavor 
fine. 

Honeydews have started 
arrive boat from Ecuador. 
Quality all right and will pick 
are some exotic melons 
coming from the Caribbean, 
but they, like the honeydews, are 
expensive. The mangoes you see 
are Haitian. Their color scheme 
green yellow (no rainbow 
colors here). These mangoes are 
the best kind make ice 
with least that’s what 
Central Square, 
reports. 


Vegetables 

Vegetables grown winter- 
time are particularly susceptible 
the vagaries weather. 
Florida and Texas could get 
freeze they are especially 
vulnerable damaging cold be- 
tween the two full moons that 
follow the winter solstice, that is, 
January. And California and 
Mexico could get too much rain. 
Last year the January rains 
California sent prices haywire for 
broccoli, cauliflower, and iceberg 
lettuce; and rains Mexico 
substantially reduced that coun- 
whole vegetable harvest. 
Extreme cold and moisture are 
historical patterns for this time 
year. the weather holds, sup- 
plies and quality should good, 
and since there isn’t much de- 
mand these days, prices should 
the low side. But all that 
can change hurry. Watch for 
changing weather conditions 
the country’s far-off growing 
areas; this will let you know what 
kind shape your produce will 
few days down the line.

Tomatoes are available for 


those who want them. And then 
there are the crispy hot radishes, 
romaine and Boston lettuces, cab- 
bage, yellow squash, zucchini, 
parsley, and cucumbers.

Mexico. Mexico offers many 
the same items Florida, plus 
some additions pole beans, 
snow peas, and cherry tomatoes. 
Peppers and eggplant from Mex- 
ico wil] eventually replace their 
Florida counterparts. Although 
first supply can sluggish and 
quality variable, the Mexican deal 
plays integral part the 
winter vegetable season. Because 
customs regulations, Mexican 
produce culled and packed 
better, which means good size 
and less low-quality stuff. How- 
ever, Mexico allows heavier 
spraying. And Boston good 
three four days away from the 
Mexican harvest, but only day 
and half away from 

Although California has had 
several rain and wind storms this 
fall, reports from the southern 
valleys are good. Broccoli and 
iceberg, which were jumping 
around quality and price, have 
settled down, least tempor- 
arily. Carrots, celery, scallions, 
and leeks look fine, and the 
supply should hold for few 
months. Artichokes are but 
expensive trickle. Their season 
begins again around Easter, and 
the alternating-year cycle 
holds, 1983 should terrific for 
artichokes. 

The outrageously priced 
asparagus you see from Chile 
(yes, the boycott Chilean 
products still on). Hold 
the Mexican harvest kicks in, 
around mid-January. Mexican 
asparagus not only better but 
also cheaper. 

Fresh produce depends 
weather conditions for its size, 
quality, and durability. But 
know, winter weather can 
anything. Anything, any ex- 
treme, possible mean, who 
would have thought spring 
would come Boston for big 
chunk December?

women’s issue? Sleepless 

nights after reading The Fate 
the Earth not exclusively female 
complaint. Even so, many women have 
identified the arms race and its terrible 
potential issue that’s particularly 
their own. 

This feminine preoccupation readily 
apparent the range current peace 
groups old and new, the and 
abroad that have been organized 
and mostly for women.

Women Against And within 
the growing ranks peace and anti- 
nuke organizations that don’t mention 
gender their names, and 
feminist caucuses (formal informal) 
are common. Probably the best-known 
‘anti-nuclear activist the world Dr. 
Caldicott, whose arguments 
against nuclear Armageddon most often 
begin with her concerns woman and 
mother.

Growing numbers women have also 
been engaging the most strenuous 
kinds peace activism, including civil 
disobedience.

“woman problem” (as the press coyly 
puts it) has worsened, especially the 
realm international diplomacy, where 
poll conducted ABC April, 1982, 
showed that percent men versus 
percent women approved 
handling foreign affairs. 

may seem obvious that women 
should express sentiments and vote for 
candidates who are pro-peace and anti- 
war. Women have been identified with 
peace movements since Euripides (his 
play The Trojan Women provided the 
classic strategy for women’s 
peace actions: stop the war you sleep 
the couch). the 19th century, 
feminists often linked the cause 
suffrage the causes universal peace 
and social justice. They explained the 
identification women with pacifism 
not change from but rather 
ones who not only reproduce but sustain 
life. They defended female excursions 
into the public sphere being consistent 
preservers life, and moral 
standards, and persons not subject the 
crass political realities nation-states. 

But despite this persistent image 
for translated into recognizable

course, women are hardly more 
agreed about their own reasons for 
working against nukes than they are 
about what constitutes the best successor 
traditional motherhood. 

Some women still address the issue 
nuclear disarmament with mother- 
knows-best rhetoric along 
popular and basically reactionary lines 
that women care more about future 
generations simply because they are 
women. (Mother Nature has been up- 
dated Mother Nurture: maybe 
born caring, but our female 
conditioning has made care.) 

Two years ago, Ellen Willis, her 
column for the Village Voice, blasted that 
position: “The various rationales for this 
idea that mothers must protect 
our from destruction; that 
are inherently pacific, while men have 
predilection for violence, that are 
men’s moral betters and therefore have 
special obligation uphold civilized 
values are blatantly Further, 
Willis argued, “the only good reason for 
women organize separately from men 
fight sexism. Otherwise women’s 
political organizations simply reinforce 
female segregation and further the idea 
that certain activities and interests are 
inherently feminine.” 

When that column appeared, 
feminist critique militarism had just 
begun articulated. There was only 
the sense that women were being asked 
once again forget themselves and 
their particular concerns behalf 
more important cause, 

first, the connections made between 
issues and nuclear arms were 
fairly simple: dollars were being drained 
away from services for the poor (who are 
overwhelmingly female) while the mili 


tary budget swelled. For many women 
and men, feminists and non-feminists 
the simple solution 
inequity was retransfer funds 
black legislators have been arguing 
before Congress for years. Such trans- 
fer was, fact, the second (under- 
reported) demand the memorable June 
freeze demonstration New York. 

vocal minority feminists, includ- 
ing Feminists Against Militarism well 
members organizations across the 
spectrum, assert that transfer would only 
address the effects militarism, and 
they have begun explore the causes 
and culture militarism those relate 
women. Their analysis begins with the 
idea that power distributed unevenly 
throughout society: there are people who 
profit enormously from the arms race, 
and those profits confer enormous 
power. According this line thinking, 
the congressional lobbying 
some anti-nuke groups not enough, 
because its goal merely end 
nuclear stockpiling, but not the culture 
militarism. (This argument explicitly 
challenges certain opponents 
strike use nuclear weapons many 
whom support the freeze movement 
and their concomitant advocacy 
better-prepared, 
ventional defense force, staffed means 
peacetime draft.) 

feminists mean that the language war 
permeates daily life (as bomb 
Bucks”), that violence seen 
inherent and probably inevitable feature 
relations between races and sexes, that 
women are expected comply with the 
sacrifice their brothers and sons for the 
good the state. Women who see 
freedom generally believe looking 
the nuclear-arms issue context. They 
believe anti-nuclear action should take 
place within multi-issue movement 
against all abuses power, both home 
and overseas. 

Two years ago, big national organiza- 
tions like NOW and small local groups 
like battered women’s shelters shied 
away from joining anti-nuclear coali- 
tions.

And women have begun 
connect the nuclear threat with concern 
for future generations and with their own 
experience inequality and violence. 

American reports about the Greenham 
emphasized the orderliness, politeness, 
number children, and sheer woman- 
liness the event.

Ac- 
cording Erlien, the Campaign for 
Nuclear Disarmament (CND), which 
the central peace group the UK, “poo- 
pooed” the Greenham Common Peace 
Campers for months. Only after the 
Manchester Guardian published edi- 
torial support the demonstrators did 
the CND show any interest support 
for the women’s group. When became 
clear that the December demonstra- 
tion would huge success, CND 
leaders decided that integrated event 
would serve the purposes the nuclear 
disarmament movement better and that 
demonstration would 
cloud the issue. 

After some acrimonious exchanges, 
the event remained women only. The 
demonstration’s organizers did not suc- 
ceed well, however, publicizing the 
ethos and activities the peace camp.

Money-market-deposit accounts 
vs. money-market shares

eople whose parents retire

One suspects that this same questing 
mentality what banks across the nation 
are after with their new money-market- 
deposit accounts, introduced with great 
promotional fanfare December 14. 
Bearing names like the Invest- 
ment Account,” the “One Better Ac- 
the “Liquid Investment Ac- 
count,” and (heaven help us) 
promise package benefits never 
before available saver/investors. 
closer inspection, 
benefits look little better than what one 
could already get from money-market 
funds operated brokerage firms 
mutual-fund houses. And some re- 
spects, they are not good. addition, 
the new accounts likely 
much toward remedying the problem 
they were designed solve the flight 
capital lending institutions 
other investment centers. They might 
even contribute higher inflation and 
higher loan rates, especially mort- 
gage loans for housing. 

With few minor variations, all these 
new bank accounts offer pretty much the 
same attractions. First and foremost are 
returns investors approximately the 
level provided money-market funds 
funds that have cut into bank deposits 
the tune $230 billion recent years. 
customer interest, banks were permitted 
offer special high rates 
accounts between December 14, 1982, 
and January 10, 1983. this region, the 
highest such leader (12 percent) was from 
Patriot Bank. More aggressive marketers 
Atlanta offered 18.65 percent, and 
parts California the short-time rate 
reached percent. 

The benefits that investors derive from 
this hyped-up interest for period 
only few weeks, course, marginal. 
The idea get you switch your 
money and forget about before January 
10, when the rates down what 
normal money-market circles. Over 
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longer term, the new bank accounts 
actually might pay bit more than the 
older funds, because the former gener- 
ally don’t charge management fees. 

Stripped the sizzle, the banks’ 
money-market-deposit accounts and the 
competing funds each have few minor 
advantages over the other. takes 
minimum $2500 open one the 
bank accounts, and there are penalties 
you fall below that limit. The penalty can 
take the form having your interest 
dropped percent instead the 8.5 
percent you are likely get the 
required balance maintained. Many 
money-market funds, however, require 
only $1000 balance, and not penalize 
you until you fall below that level. 

The new bank accounts allow you 
cash three checks month, for any 
amount. Fidelity Cash Reserve, tra- 
ditional money fund, allows you write 
unlimited number checks month 
but they must for least $500 each. 
Promoters the new bank accounts like 
tell you that they can pay more 
because they take management 
fee, but the fine print some their 
contracts permit variety service 
charges under 
Collectively, these could cost you more 
than management fee. 

The incentives for getting into the new 
accounts that have been most strongly 
emphasized here are that interest from 
them taxed Massachusetts only 
half the level interest from funds, and 
that the bank accounts are insured the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation 
(FDIC) for $100,000 per account, 
whereas the funds (at least until now) 
have not been insured. For 
vestors, though, these apparent advan- 
tages really all been built 
be. 

Assume you put $2500 into money- 
market deposit account that will pay 
average percent interest 1983. This 
comes $225 interest, which $12.10 
would pay 5.375 percent state taxes 
instead the $24.20 that would due 
for the 10.75 percent paid non-bank 
money-market instrument savings 
$12.10. That’s not very much when 
you consider that takes you 
earn it. 

for the FDIC-insured aspect bank 
money-market-deposit accounts, 
instructive realize that the FDIC 
actually has reserves less than 
percent the money insures. FDIC 
simply psychological crutch for people 
who entrust their banks. 
certainly have the resources

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these institutions. the other side 
the coin, most money-market funds put 
their money government notes 
short-term paper from banks whose 
credit, almost any sensible com- 
parison, nearly sound that 
FDIC. put this another way, the 
institutions which existing money- 
market funds invest were default, the 
only assets one would likely consider 
valuable would light armor and 
canned goods.

The best plan for successful 
night-owling start during 
daylight. Check areas where owls 
have recently 
scanning tree trunks and limbs 
for the whitewash the birds’ 
feces, and also for pellets the 
ground. 

These pellets, castings, are 
matted balls indigestible bone, 
fur, and hair that have been 
regurgitated eight hours 
after they were swallowed. Birds 
prey, crows, gulls, and others 
that eat vertebrates all cough 
them up. The larger the bird, the 
larger the pellet; the great horned 
owl, which grows two feet, 
ejects pellets four inches 
long, while 
screech owl puts out one-inchers. 

Queens, New York, discovered 
small pellets last January, then 
encountered roosting saw-whet 
owl.

his week sometime, 
maybe next, you will begin 
hear it: the trumpets and 
snare rolls that always accom- 
pany plumpest pro- 
nouncements. The 
dustry will congratulating 
itself its biggest year ever, with 
gross film rentals about 
percent over last year’s, and the 
Christmas theaters full burst- 
ing. That dull boom 
background will the sound 
million backs being heartily 
slapped, and it’s pleasant 
sound, especially friends 
industry that has, for the last few 
years, been what you'd call 
“troubled.”

logy art films gassed empty 
houses; early 1982, the choruses 
told you so” were deafening. Which 
why, this year, chastened Hollywood 
didn’t try for art (The World According 
Garp, Choice, and One from the 
Heart were the exceptions that prove the 
rule), just didn’t try for big-budget 
blockbusters (Annie and the indepen- 
dently financed Inchon were the last 
breed, and looked it). Instead, they 
piayed safe. And the whole, 1982 
was the safest, dullest year for movies 
recent memory. 

Hollywood means what it’s 
always meant; you succeeded 
before. This year, fact, entered 
new era risk-free moviemaking: 
1982, movies suddenly terrible 
threes after their titles, not just terrible 
twos. Halloween IIL: Season the Witch. 
Friday the 13th 3-D. Rocky 
whose success dwarfed that plain old 
Rocky. counted sequels this year, and 
that’s not including new installments 
creaky old series for instance, Trail 
the Pink Panther and the Agatha Christie 
movie Evil Under the Sun. Then there 
were the remakes, not just Cat People 
and The Thing, but remakes French 
films (The Toy), remakes Brazilian 
films (Kiss Goodbye), remakes lots 
films put together (how many old 
movies can you find Officer and 
Gentleman?). And nearly every success 
year was trailed little unofficial 
remakes, like dowager queen her 
retainers: Conan the Barbarian had its 
Beastmaster, and its Zapped! 

And one wonders: could 1982 have 
been, long last, The Year Without 
Trends? Oh, there were mini-trends, 
course. Movies about homosexuality and 
cross-dressing reflected our continuing 
and increasingly comical confusion 
about sexual-identity. Movies that looked 
escapist were suddenly more down 
earth (witness E.T., Poltergeist, Blade 
Runner), perhaps reflecting recession 
inability imagine even financing 
escape. Old-time religion found its way 
into movies like The Chosen and 
Monsignor and, under the surface, E.T. 
and The Verdict mean, was hard 
put much faith truth, justice, and the 
American Way, it? But big trends? 
Mega-trends? Trends that shook the 
industry? Summing the year the 
New York Times, Vincent Canby could 
say only, there sure were lot 
comedies this year. like Words 
that effect, anyway. And penetrating 
the core ‘82 the New Republic, 
Stanley Kauffmann added paraphrase), 
“Hey. Pretty good acting this year. like 
that.” When look down own list 
the best films the year, find 
collection flukes and surprises, or- 
iginals (like Diner) that sneaked into 
release almost accident, predictable 
messes (like Tootsie) that turned out 
gleaming and immaculate, foreign films 
from other eras that looked better than 
single director Alan Parker 
responsible for the very best film and 
also the very worst? Year Without 
Trends, what. Herewith, its high 
points: 

Shoot the Moon. had the finest 
performances the year (by Diane 
Keaton and Albert Finney) and the finest 
dramatic screenplay (by Goldman), 
Searching, jagged, wounding its 
honesty, Alan film about 
marital smash-up that quite take 
makes people angry. They want 
where other movies go, what's 
expected it. But Shoot the Moon
